Claims 68-114 are allowed. All pending claims thus being allowable, prosecution on 
the merits is closed in this application. 

The following is an EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE for the above- 
noted claims. The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the features/limitations of applicant's sole independent claim, in such a manner that a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. More specifically, in regard to 
independent claim 68 the prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or 
fairly suggest a stepped lens spotlight including a lamp, a reflector, and a stepped lens provided 
with a diffusing screen; wherein " an aperture angle of the light emerging from the stepped 
stoplight is settable between a flood position and a spot position, and wherein, in said flood 
position, a larger portion of light emitted by said lamp passes through said diffusing screen in 
comparison to said spot position " (Claim 68, Line 8-12), taken together in combination with the 
totality of features/limitations recited therein. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. 
Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Kittelmann et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,899,451 B2) discloses an optical system for a 
stepped lens spotlight having a settable aperture angle. Kittelmann et al. (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2005/0185300 Al) discloses an optical arrangement with a stepped 
lens that includes a diffuser as originally set forth in copending United States Patent Application 
Serial No. 11/006,473 filed on December 7, 2004 (now Abandoned).
